ing.. He centred his address on “His- 
| torisis, or Lagging,” and referred very 
humorously. to many of. the things 
done by the public today.

proclaim an increase and tho elector. 
gto will likely decide in favor of the 
party which shotts the loudest. My 
opinion {gs that the tariff is substantial- 
ly where it was before the Budget was 
brought down go far as having effect 
upon the consumers prices is concern 
ed; that certain maufacturing inter- 
ests ‘have been grently benefited by 
the alterations while others have been 
injured; and that the tariff to the con- 
sumer has been slighly increased. 

The attack of the Prime Minister 
and the Minister of Railways on Miss 
MacPhail and our group organization 
in general has more than a mere pass- 
ing significance. The attitude of the 
Alberta group in contending stoutly 
for the maintaining of the income tax 
and for tariff reductions helped to put 
the members from Saskatchewaan— 
which members constitute the govern: 
ment majority—in a very unenviable 
position. They were elected expressly 
to do these things, but are mow in 
silent acquiescence to a contrary pro- 
gram. No doubt ‘the Saskatchewan 
meinbers have protested in the caucus 
but without avail. But the political 
situation is, of course, this—that Sask- 
atchewan United Farmers are threat- 
ening to follow the example of Alberta, 
and if they do the government major- 
ity will be wiped out. This being the 
case the government has centred its 
attack on the Alberta group with a 
view to discrediting it if possible and 
thus to discourage the activities of the 
Saskatchewan farmers in the political 
field. 

I will not impose upon my readers a 
summary of the argument which took 
place in Parliament between the Farm- 
er Group and the government on this 
issue, but would suggest that all who 
are interested should read the speech- 
es) of the following members in the 
order given: Miss, MacPhail, Hon. 
Charles Dunning, Wm. Irvine, Hon. W. 
L. MacKenzie King, Mr, Coote and Mr. 
Bird. I will just add this—that if a

That matter is of 
course, in the hands of the U.F.A. so 
far as I am concerned. 

It is possible that the Prime Min- 
ister may ultimately agree to certain 
modifications of the party system. He 
knows that there are certaim phases of 
the system that are obnoxious and 
which must be sloughed off sooner or 
later, For instance, the absolute power 
of the Cabinet over all policy, under 
threat of immediate dissolution, is too 
pernicious to continue indefinitely. It 
may well be that from now on under 
a flexible constitution the party system 
may begin to pass through a series of 
modifications which will in time give 
us in actual practice that sort of gov- 
ernment which we have always had in 
theory. At any rate, we must push on 
in hopes of some such happy consum- 
mation. 

From now henceforth we will be 
dealing with the real business of the 
session. As soon as the Budget has 
been finally disposed of we will be in- 
to the estimates. The legislative pro- 
gramme is comparatively light: this 
year so with good luck the session 
should end about the middle of May.

excuse for. this neglect, for 
treatment to these details is not only 
fairly inexpensive, but it is the one; 
remedy that will greatly assist in the | 
reduction of the dockage. 

Many will also use seed of poor 
vitality and germination. Heavy clean-, 
ing usually improves both of these . 
factors by eliminating small, weak, 
shrivelled kernels along with the weed 
seeds. If one is bound or forced to use 
his own seed, too much stress cannot 


be placed upon the necessity of clean-, 


ing it heavily—and a word right here 
about cleaning may not be amiss. 
When using the fanning mill keep. the 
lower screen clean and free from 
clogging. If the right sized lower 
screen is used it will always clog eas- 
ily, but there is nothing that reduces 
the efficiency of one’s cleaning opera- 
tions so much as this one factor. The 
clogged lower screen forces all of the 
small weed seeds into the clean grain. 

Another great loss is caused by the 
use of varieties not addpted to the dis- 
trict in which grown. Stick to the old 
tried and proven varieties as much as 
possible. Use straight Marquis wheat 
wherever it is sure of maturing, for it 
is doubtful if any better variety has 
yet been found. 

Another source of loss is caused by 
the use of mixed varieties: This near- 
ly always results in ‘the loss of a grade 
or two when the grain is sold, for no 
two varieties mature at exactly the 

{same time or have exactly the same 
| milling qualities. 

The way to remedy the present 
situation, to pit more dollars into our 
pockets and defer the spread of weeds 
in the privince is to plant better, 
cleaner seed on cleaner land. 

ff you must use your own. seed, 
clean it heavily and have a germina- 
tion test made and treat it before 
Planting. If the seed you have is foul 
with weeds, of poor germination or 
badly - mixed with other grains or 
seeds of other varieties, by all means 
purchase better seed if you can. Then 
to insure good seed for the future buy 
a sufficient quantity of registered seed 
to grow your entire seed requirements 
for ‘1929. Plant this on clean ground 
and keep on planting on. clean ground, 
and if Mother Nature is kind you will

MILK AND TUBERCULOSIS 


The value of milk is not limited to 
the first year of life;, As the child 
grows, he needs to enlarge his diet, 
but milk continues to be the most im- 
portnt article in this; diet during the 
years of growth. “Every child should 
have one pint of milk a day to provide 


! the body. 


Young children have very little re- 
‘sistance to tuberculosis; In‘their ear- 


| liest' years they are easily overcome by 


this disease. There are two types of 
the tuberculosis germ, two members of 
the same family ‘as ‘it were, which 
‘cause tuberculosis in’. children—the 
human and the bovine type. By far 
the greater number of cases are caused 
by the human type. The bovine type 
is responsible for about 25 per cent of 
all tuberculosis occurring amongst 
children. In children, tuberculosis 
often attacks the bones and joints, 
and so is responsible for much cripp- 
ling. 

The bovine type of the tuberculosis 
germ comes from cows suffering from 
tuberculosis, and «reaches the child 
through milk.. As a -large percentage 
of milch cows have tuberculosis, it fol- 
lows that a large percentage of milk is 
infected with the bovine type of tuber- 
culosis germs. From this it is evident 
that, unless the necessary precautions 
are taken, milk:is a real factor in the 
spread of enoreuloEy: to young child- 
ren, 

It is part of any Campaten against 
tuberculosis or towards the improve- 
ment of child health to see that the 
milk supply is safe'and pure. A. sate, 
pure milk supply, free from all danger 
of carrying tuberculosis or any other 
disease to human’ beings, particularly 
children, comes from healthy cows, is 
produced and. ‘shipped in a cleanly 
way, is pasteurized to kill any disease 
germs, is kept cold and covered until 
used.
